8. H Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Vergeest in 
U.S. Patent No. 6,246,026 discloses laser cutting an optical fiber. Tasuki in Japan 
Patent No. 1 1-77,354 discloses laser cutting an optical fiber. Magota in Japan Patent 
No. 4-178,286 discloses using a square mask in a laser beam machine. Osborne In 
WO 02/034452, published 2 May 2002, discloses laser cutting an optic fiber after 
passing the laser beam through a rectangular mask (e.g. see page 18, lines 21-22) and 
notes that similar masks could be used (e.g. see the last four lines on page 23). There 
is no motivation to adapt the Osborne reference with the teachings of the square mask 
of Magota. Furthermore, none of the references of record shows, teaches or suggests 
fixing the optical fiber "in a cylindrical capillary formed to be flat on the side to be 
irradiated with the laser beam" as recited in claim 1 .
